Group XV: Claim 19 is drawn to a process for preparing compound of formula Xlll(?).

Applicants also want to point out that the Examiner mentioned two Group Vs in the 
instant Restrict requirement. Applicants respectfully ask the Examiner to assign a different 
Group number for one of these inventions for the record. In addition, Applicants want to point 
out in Group XV, claim 19 is directed to a process for preparing a compound of formula XV. For 
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the record, Applicants respectfully ask the Examiner to acknowledge that it is indeed a 
typographical error.
